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— TRAINING COLLEGE IS NEEDED 





There is an acute shortage of teachers in 
the western suburbs — and the only hope of get- 
ting sufficient teachers is to train them here. 


This was stated last week by Sunshine councillor Vic. 
Parsons, during talks between members of the Western 
Suburbs’ Municipal Association. 


Cr, Parsons was 
discusing a letter from 
the Minister for Edu- 
cation, Mr, L. Thomp- 
son, concerning the 
possible establishment 
of a teachers’ training 
college in the western 
metropolitan area, 

The Minister said 


building a college in the. 


western suburbs would be 
given careful consider- 
ation, but added that the 
immediate need Was to 
improve and enlarge exist- 
ing colleges. 

He said: “The latter ob- 
jective is already making 


heavy demands on the 
funds available to the 
Education Department.” 

Commenting on the 


Minister's reply, Cr, Par- 
sons said a teachers’ col- 
lege'’was far more 
important at this stage 
than a university.
